One of the serious obstacles to the solution of the Middle-East problem is the intransigent 
attitude of Menachem Begin's government towards Israeli settlements in the Arab and 
Palestinian territories it occupies. Their stubbornness on this issue is demonstrated 

in their building more illegal settlements rather than pulling existing ones down, 


As is well known, the so-called Isreeli settlements are actually nothing but their military 
bases and colonial posts on the occu ried Arad territories. The refusal to dismantle the 
settlements can be interpreted as a refusal to withdraw from all the arab territories 

which Israel has occupied and o refusal to recognize the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people to recover their homeland. This also means legalizing the expansion 

of its territories and paving the way for further Israeli aggression and expansion. The 
Israeli decision has naturally met with strong opposition from Egypt. 


Unable to justify its establishment of the settlements, the Begin government claims that 
the maintaining of these settlements is necessary “for Israel's security". Moshe Dayan, 
Israeli foreign minister, argues: "If we are asked to give back the Golan Heights, the 
West Bank, Sinai settlements, Sharm al-Shaykh what will happen to our security in the 
future?"

Yor many yeare thie ministry was serlously sabotaged by the "gane of four" and leader- 
ship at all levels in the mintetry wae usurped. After initial consolidation tn 1975

Ag a result of the efforts made by the Seventh Mindatry ef Machine Wuliding in choosing 
the diveetion for tne major attack and the point for @ breakthrough, the struggle waged 
by the ministry to smash the bourgeols factional networks was developed quickly, ‘The 
ringleaders and backbone elomenta of the factional networks were rapidly exposed and 
their conspiratorial activities to usurp party and state leadersnip in the past several 
years were revealed, Particularly the crimes of this faction in opposing great leader 
and teacher CUhadyman Mao and our vespected and beloved Promier Chou were oxposed, ‘The 
oadres and masseu wore very indignant.

wore closely connected with the gang of four's crimes over many years in opposing

The "sang of four" clamored that the institutes of 
higher learning would "offer only one specialty, i.e., the specialty of struggling against 
the capitalist roaders,"” and bring up one kind of person, i.e., “staunch fighters who 
have horns on their heads and thorns on their bodies and struggle against the capitalist 
readers."

We will mobilize ail professors, lecturers, assistant lecturers and scientific mrsearchers 
to serve the proletarian cause of education, culture and science, ni line with the party's 
policy of uniting, educating and remolding intellectuals, it was specifically laid down 

in the 60 rulos of hnlgher education that intellectuals should be mobilised to snow Lhelr 
enthusiasm for socialism, The ‘gang of four' vilifled the implementation of the party's 
policy on intellectuals and the unity and cooperation with nonparty people as ‘Letting 
professors manage Scohovuls.' Their evil intention was to impair relations between the 

party and nonparty people and between the party and intellectuals, ‘. undermine the party's 
leadership over institutes of higher Learning and to hinder implementation of Chairman Mao's 


revolutionary line in institutes of higher Learning." 


Summing up the Pien axkper.ence of our parly ifn strengthening 148 leacersnip over inetitutes 
of higner learning, ‘he 60 rules of higher education clearly pointed out; "The party 
committees of institutes of higher Learning are the basic organizations «f tne Chinese 
Communist Party in Snhesge institutes. They are the leading core in the work of these 
institutes and exercise unified leadership over this work," They also iaid dowa in detail 
that party organisations at all levels in institutes of higher Learmming must strictly 
observe democrativo centraliem and apply the principle of combining collective leaderenip 
and division of responsibility.

People of ail trades serve proletarien politics tnrough their vocational work. How can 

a ‘eacher serve proletarian politics if he is not well versed in this vocational work and 
lacks the practical skills of teaching? The ‘gang of four' vilified the efforts to dig 
into vocational work for tne revolution as ‘putting vocational work in command.' They 
actually were against ‘he goal of becoming both Red and expert and cpposed proletarian 
politics." 
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he formulation and trial practice of the 60 rules of hivher education were an impsvtant 

itep te consolidate and develop our revolution in education, The ‘gang of four! turned 

facte upside down and babbled that these 60 rules were “a vengeful counterattack" on the

Proletarian educational revolution le a newborn thing, "It is wrong to negate newborn 
things. 6 Le alee wrong not te solve problems arising in the course of their 
development, Liu Shao-ehi and the 'gang of four! represented decadent social forces, 
hey could not possibly protect newborn things. The struggle regarding them was very 
complieuted. Liu Shao-chd vilified newborn things as 'topsy-turvy, mesey and one- 
eclded.' He exaggerated the sidestreams and negated the mainstream, The ‘gang of four! 
waved the flag of ‘protecting the newborn things,!' only allowing others to praise then 
and prohibiting others from helping them. They attempted to develop the sidestreams 
ind strangle the malnstrean, " 


‘Ne educational cause's incompatibility with economic construction is a contradtetion 
between the superstructure and the economic base. This contradiction needs to be 
resolved gradually in the course of continuous struggle. From 19°58 to 1961, the masses 
created rich expertence in developing education. Guided by Chalrman Moo's idea of 
education, they seriously summed up this experience amd discovered in 1! ob fective

successfully completed. Since the end of February the new students have been entering 
their colleges and universities with joy ani enthusiasm. These new stwients are the 
first batch of freshment enrolled since the smashing of the "gang of four". Most of 
them are young workers, peasants, educated youth who had gone down to the countrywide, 
veteran armymen and cadres. the rest ar new graduates from middle school ana a small 
number of outstanding mildle school students. 


The college enrollment work was done under the leadership of the party committees of the 
provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions. Every college seriously studied the 
list of those who passed the exams, evaluated personal wishes, moral, intellectual 

and physical conditions and after careful comparison made their final selections, ‘the 
high standard of students for vey colleges was guaranteed by letting these colleges 
pick first.
